The public attending were in- 
formed that the rate increase 
would be accepted by the Public 
Utilities Commission unless there 
was an objection to it by 10% of 
the “users.” A petition to suspend 
and review the increase must be 
filed with'the Commission within 
30 days of the Feb: 17 hearing. 

The public’s main concern at the 
meeting seemed to be the impact 
on households. of the new increase 
of 25% on top of the 70% increase 
put into effect July. 1979 (112% in 
all). Interest was also shown re- 
garding the increase for municipal 


-fire protection costs from approxi- 


mately $11,960 to $20,332 in ‘July 
of 1979 to. $25,915.65 for the new 
request. Middle bracket users — 
school, municipal fire station and 
trailer parks will have an increase 
of approximately 40% over the 
1979 rate. 

A petition is available for users 
who wish to have the Public Utili- 
ties Commission suspend and re- 
view the rate increase. If enough 
signatures are obtained the petition 
will -be forwarded to the Public 
Utilities Commission.

Cause Flooding 

Steady rains, heavy at times, 
through Friday and Saturday of 
Tuot week, along with unseasonab- 
ly warm temperatures for a ma- 
jor part of February, caused. se- 
rious flooding Saturday in some 
areas of town, especially along 
the Androscoggin River. Roads 
were inundated early Saturday: 
when large ice jams backed up 
water at the intersections of the

to water and ice floes near Alder 
River Bridge and flooding of Route 
2 just west of the traffic circle 
forced vehicles to detour over 
Lovers’ Lane for several hours 
during the week end.

"As a State Representative I have 
recently received a number of let- 
ters on the subject of the profes-. 
sional school admissions ‘‘slots” 
which are funded by the state. 
This program provides access to 
positions for a number vf students 
each year in Medical, Dental, Vet- 
erinary, and Optometry schools. 
The State of Maine contracts with 
schools in other states to hold po- 
sitioss for our students, and it. 
pays the schools the difference in 
the tuition that they would other- 
wise charge these out-of-state stu- 
dents. This costs the state $3.4 
million each year, and in payment 
these students return to the state 
‘as practicing professionals for a 
specified period of time, or settle 
their debt in cash, This has always 
been a way to provide aid to those 
qualified Maine residents who have 
a financial need, and to encourage 
health professionals to work here 
in the state. ae 
Now, however, in the interest of 
preparing a budget without any 
increases, the Governor has re- 
commended the elimination of this 
program (though students already 
receiving. aid may continue their 
course-work). To work within the 
confines of our existing resources 
will be complicated, and will no 
doubt demand some limits to cer- 
tain programs. What we must pro- 
ceed to do is to determine just 
where we can make cuts and limit 
prograths, so that we may work 
within the scope of our current 
yevenues. : 
Several plans have been propos- 


"ed to limit the funding of this pro- 


gram, rather than eliminate it all 
together. For one thing, the New 
England College of - Osteopathic 
Medicine has indicated that ac- 
cess for Maine residents is not a 
problem at their college, and re- 
commends that a loan program be 
jnitiated. Others suggest that we 
cut back on the number of grants 
that we offer, and perhaps limit 
them to the University of Vermont. 
_ I would certainly appreciate 
hearing from any of you who have 
thoughts concerning which avenues 
the Legislature should fake to con- 
serve our reventtes and adequate- 
Jy serve our population. I would 
be thankful for comments on any 
of the proposed suggestions, or for 
ideas you might have about. the 
needs of the state for professionals, 
verstis the abilities of the state 
to aid its young citizens in. this 
manner. e 

By eliminating support of Maine 
residents in health professional 
schools, Maine will become depen- 
dent upon -foreign sources for its 
health professionals. I believe that 
this'dependence would place Maine 
in a very undesirable situation, 

To prevent funding the post 
graduate education of individuals 
who, upon graduation, “default” on 
the State and emigrate, I believe 
that contractual arrangements be- 
tween student and state could be 
strengthened. This would assure 
that the students whose education 
Maine has financed would return 
to the state upon graduation to 
‘practice and perform public ser- 
vice to the residents of our state. 

‘What Govertior Brennan's propo- 
sal will effectively accomplish is to 
restrict health studies education to 
only the financially elite who at- 
tend private colléges rather than 
state universities. While I do not 
‘dispute that there are many talent- 
ed and deserving students in this 
elite category, I would like to as- 
sert that there are equally as 
many qualified students who te- 
quire the finaricial assistance of 
the state. Only by the Capitation 
Prograin can we hope to complete 
‘our lifelong goal and return to be 
of service to our state,

Motorists on the Gorham-Berlin, 
N. H., Road have recently liad oc- 
casion to view a pair of Ameri- 
ean bald eagles, which has been 
frequenting the banks of the An- 
droscoggin River in that area. 
William Hastings, a. native. of 
Bethel, who is now with the 
New Hampshire Fish and Game 
Department, has been monitoring 


the eagles and stated it is rather 


unusual to find them this close to 
civilization. It is believed, - this 
year’s harsh weather has. reduced 
the supply of food available and 
the eagles are feeding off the riy- 


er. On more than one occasion, , 


‘they have been observed carrying 
off ducks, who inhabit the river 
banks. 


Bald eagles are on the endan- 
gered species list and it is illegal 
to kill them. That is one reason 
the Fish and Game Department is 
keeping a close watch on the 
birds, to insure that they remain 
unharmed.

SOLAR 
FACTS

Direct-Gain Passive Heating 


As mentioned in previous col. 
umus, there are three basic types 
of passive solar heating systems 
— direct-gain, indirect-gain and 
jsolated gain. This week’s column 
focuses on direct gain systemts, 
the simplest of the three concepts 
and among the most popular. 

Like all other passive heating 

designs, direct-gain systems do not 
require any solar roof. collectors 
or mechanical systems in order to 
operate. Instead, the building it- 
self is designed to collect, store 
and distribute the sun’s heat na- 
turally. 
- Direct-gain heating. systems are 
so named because solar radiation 
enters the building directly to pro- 
vide heat to the immediate interior 
area. As the sun’s rays enter 
through the south-facing glass, it 
heats the building’s interior sur- 
faces and contents, To absorb and 
store as much of this heat as 
possible, thick masonry interior 
walls and/or floors are used. These 
heat-storing materials—known as 
the system’s thermal mass—hold 
the heat for slow release at night 
or whenever the outside tempera-. 
tures drop. 


For ‘consumers, one of the 
greatest advantages of the di- 
rect gain system (in addition to 
fuel savings) is its simplicity. 
In assence, only two things are 
needed: a south-facing glass 
area, and a thermal mass usual- 
ly in the form of masonry walls 
and floors. 

The southern exposure of the 
glass area maximizes the amount 
of solar energy entering the build- 
ing in the winter, when heat is 
needed, and minimizes it in the 
summer. Since direct-gain sys- 
tems operate whenever the sun 
is up, sun screens, shades and/or 
movable insulation are used to 
prevent overheating during the 
day. These same devices also help 
during the evening to prevent heat 
loss. 


The use of masonry for the in- 
terior walls and floors not only 
provides absorption and storage 
of heat for future release, it also 
helps alleviate major fluctua- 
tions in temperature. In fact, 
most direct-gain experts recom- 
mend that af least one half, and 
up to two-thirds of the total sur- 
face area exposed to the south- 
facing glass, be constructed of 
masonry or other heat-absorbing 
materials. This provides opti- 
mal heating efficiency and com- 
fort. 


Because direct-gain systems op- 


erate on cloudy as well as on clear 
days, they are suitable for use in 
virtually all areas of the country. 
Current estimates suggest that a 
well-designed direct-gain system 
can provide up to 80% of a home's 
heating neds. In warm and sunny 
climates such as Los Angeles, the 
percentage may be higher. In cold- 
er and cloudy areas, such as Se- 
attle or ¢ertain parts of Wiscon- 
sin, a direct-gain system often can 
provide between 40 and 60% of a 
home’s needs. 

‘To make up the difference, back- 
up or auxiliary heating systems 
are recommended with the in- 
stallation of a direct-gain system. 
The type of back-up system select- 
ed usually depends on homeowner 
preference and the arnount of ad- 
ditional heat required.
